REPUBLIC  OF  FRANCE 

BASIC  LEGISLATION 

Ordinance  No.  45-2627  of  November  2,  19^5  by  the  Provisional 

Government  concerning  the  protection  of  plants. 
Order  of  August  1,  19*4-6  "by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture. 
Orders  of  June  18,  1948  and  December  1,  1949  by  the  Ministers  of 

Agriculture  and  Finance. 
Various  earlier  decrees  and  orders  remain  in  force  and  subsequent 

orders  have  been  issued,  as  noted  in  the  text,  to  carry  out  the 

intent  of  the  ordinance. 

SUMMARY 

The  importation  into  France  of  plants  and  parts  of  plants  from  the 
United  States  is  permitted  only  in  accordance  with  the  conditions 
of  a  special  import  license  which  may  be  issued  by  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture. 

IMPORTATION  PROHIBITED 

Plants  or  parts  of  plants  from  countries  where  the  insects  or  plant 
diseases  listed  under  A  or  A*  in  the  Ministerial  Order  of  August  1, 
1946,  have  been  noted,  except  those  entering  in  accordance  with  the 
conditions  of  a  special  import  license  granted  by  the  Minister  of 
Agriculture.  This  general  prohibition  has  certain  specific  applica- 
tion in  accordance  with  the  following  decrees  and  orders  regulating 
the  importation  of  plants  in  order  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  the 
pests  noted. 

Grapevines,  cuttings,  leaves,  vineyard  props,  compost.  Grape 
phylloxera  (Phylloxera  vitifoliae  Fitch),  Decree  of  May  15,  1882. 

Dodder  (Cuscuta  spp. )  seeds,  and  forage  seeds  containing  dodder. 
Decree  of  February  21,  1908  and  Order  of  March  10,  1908. 

Potatoes  (Solanum  tuberosum  L. )  infected  with  potato  wart  (Synchytrium 
endobioticum  (Schilb)  Perc . ) .  Decree  of  December  19,  1910  and  Order 
of  June  6,  1924. 

Plants  of  the  genera  Abies,  Picea,  Pinus,  Pseudotsuga,  and  Tsuga. 
Needle  cast  disease  (Rhabdocline  pseudotsugae  Syd.).  Decree  of 
November  26,.  1930. 

Living  plants  and  parts  thereof.  San  Jose  scale  (Aspidiotus  pernio iosus 
Comst.).  Decree  of  March  8,  1932  and  Order  of  November  19,  1948.

IMPORTATION  RESTRICTED 

Bees,  honey  and  beeswax  must  be  certified  as  free  from  contagious  bee 
diseases.   Supplement  No.-  51,  Bulletin  of  International. Bureau, 
Universal  Postal  Union.  May  23,  1947.  '  •    :  '     \ :  • 

Fresh  fruits  from  the  United  States  are  permitted  entry -when  certified 
as  free  from  insects  and  plant  diseases  including  San  Jose  scale 
(Asp  idiot  us  pernio iosus  Comet.-),  apple  maggot  (Rhagoletis  pomonella  Walsh), 
bitter  rot  (Glome rella  c ingulata  (Ston. )  Spauld.  and  Schrenk),  and 
Florida  red  scale~(clu:y a omphalus  aonidum  L.).  ••  ■"■> 

Dahlia  tubers  and  cuttings  must  be  certified  as  originating  from  selected 
stock  and  free  from  virus  diseases.   Order  of  December  29,  1949. 

Plants  and  parts  of  plants  are  subject  to  inspection  on  arrival  in 
France.   Order  of  June  18,  1948. 

Grass  seed  for  forage  must  meet  certain  standards.  Law  of  January  11, 
1932,  from  Supplement  No.  51  quoted  above. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS 

Ordinance  No.  45-2627,  November  2,  1945 

This  ordinance,  promulgated  by  the  provisional  Government  of  the  French 
Republic,  concerns  the  protection  of  plants.  '  In  Article  1  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture,  is  authorized  to  list  the  agricultural  pests  against 
which  defense  measures  are  to  be  taken,   (The  list  of  pests  is  set  forth 
in  the  Ministerial  Order  of  August  1,  1946). 

Chapter  I,  Articles  2-6,  Plant -defense  groups  established. 
Chapter  II,  Articles  7 -Ik,   Defense  measures  described. 

Article  7  -  Except  as  authorized  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  for  ex- 
perimental purposes,  it  is  forbidden  to  introduce  into  France,  or  know- 
ingly to  keep,  or  to  transport,  any  parasite  considered  dangerous  as 
specified  in  Article  1,  whatever  their 'stage  of  development  may  be 
(adult,  eggs,  larvae,  nymphs,  seeds,  germs,  etc.). 

Article  8  -  Orders  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  will  define  the 
conditions  for  the  movement  in' France  of  plants  or  parts  of  plants,  of 
soils,  manurus  and  composts,  and  of  bags  and  other  wrappings  that  might 
harbor  parasites  classed  as  dangerous.  These  orders  will  be  signed  by 
the  Minister  of  Finance  also  when  they  are  concerned  with  the  importa- 
tion- of  these..:materials  and  products,  or  are  affected  by  customs 
regulations.   Import  prohibitions  may  be  declared.         '  '

(A  Ministerial  Order,  on  the  sanitary  control  of  imported  plants  and 
plant  products,  signed  by  the  Ministers  of  Agriculture  and  of  Finance 
and  Economic  Affairs  was  issued  June  3,8,  19^8  and  amended  December  1 
19^9.)' 

Chapter  III,  Articles  15-18,  deals  with  inspection  of  nurseries. 
Chapter  IV,  Articles  19-22,  relates. to  import  and  export  control. 

Article  22  states  that  expenses  of  all  types  resulting  from  carrying 
out  sanitation  measures  applicable  to  imports  of  plants,  plant  products 
and  other  material  which  may  introduce  injurious  animal  or  vegetal 
organisms  into  France,  must  be  borne  by  the  importers,  oven  when  in- 
fested products  are  refused  entry  or  destroyed. 

Chapter  V,  Articles  23-28  lists  penalties  and  nullifies  laws 
and  decrees. 

Ministerial  Order  of  August  1,  19^6 

Minister  of  Agriculture 

Defense' measures  against  animal  and  vegetal  parasites  of  plants. 

Art.  1  -  Animal  and  vegetal  parasites  which  are  recognized  as  being 
dangerous  to  French  plant  culture,  are  inscribed  in  the  lists  A,  A' 
and  B  appended  to  the  present  order. 

(The  procedure  to  be  followed  in  combatting  the  pests  in  the  three 
categories  varies  according  to  the  danger  involved.  Export  certifi- 
cation is  chiefly  concerned  with  the  pests  listed  under  A  and  A'.) 

Art.  2  -  The  importation  of  plants,  or  parts  of  plants,  from  countries 
where  the  presence  of  any- parasite  listed  on  A  or  A'  has  been  noted, 
is  forbidden. 

A  special  import  license  may  be  granted,  however,  which  will 
indicate  the  conditions  of  entry  and  the  special  customs  offices  where 
such  an  entry  can  be  effected.      *  ' 

(In  response 'to  any  inquiry  as  to  how  the  special  import 
licenses  would  be  issued  for  fresh  fruit  exported  from  the  United  States 
to  France,  the  French  Ministry  of  Agriculture  replied  in  April  19^7 
as  follows:  -  (in  translation) 

"The  decree  of  8  March  1932  prohibits  the  import  (into  France) 
of  plants,  or  parts  of  plants,  from  countries  declared  infected  with 
the  San  Jose  scale. 

"As  for  fresh  fruits,  the  general  derogation  accorded  before 
the  war  is  still  valid  on  condition  that  the  fruit  be  accompanied  by 
a  sanitation  certificate  and  that  the  shipment  be  made  direct  from 
the  country  of  origin  to  the  point  of  entry  into  France."

Arts:  3  and  k   describe  methods  of  control  administered  by  the  Service  of 
Plant  Protection  and  designate  the  responsible  agencies.

\il    SANITARY  CONTROL  OF  IMPORTED  PLANTS  AND.  PLANT  PRODUCTS 

Article  1  -  The  vegetable _ products .listed  below  coming  from  any  source 
(foreign,  French  Overseas  Territories,  Algeria,  Overseas  Departments), 
cannot  be  imported  into  Metropolitan  France  under  any  customs  status 
(except  in  international  transit,  from  foreign  country  to  foreign  country), 
before  having  been  submitted,  at  the  time  of  their  passage  through  customs 
at  the  geographic  border. or  at  one  of  the  internal  customs  offices  men- 
tioned in  Article  3  below,  to  inspection  by  the  Plant  Protection  Service, 
even,  if  accompanied,  acoording  to  their  origin  and  the  nature  of  the 
goods,  either  by  phytopathological  or  sanitary  certificates  issued  by 
competent  authorities  of  the  country  of  origin,  or  by  a  certificate  of 
origin. 

Living  plants  and  floricultural  products,  except  flowers  and  dried  or 
dyed  foliage. 

Vegetables,  plants,  edible  roots  and  tubers,  except  dried,  dehydrated  or 
evaporated  vegetables,  and  roots  and  tubers  of  high  starch  content. 

Edible  fruits.       ,  :  ;  ... 

Green  coffee  in  all  forms. 

Pimento,  peppers  (of  Capsicum  type,  except  bell  pepper  (Capsicum  grossum), 
and  pimenta),  paprika , and  others.  .

Also  containers  used  or  that  have  been  used  for  the  transport  of 
these  products,  earth,  leaf -moulds,  composts  and  manures  intended 
for  cultivation. 

When  the  inspection  of  the  products  discloses  the  presence  of  any  of 
the  insects  and  diseases  harmful  to  plants  appearing  in  the  lists  A 
and  A'  of  the  order  of  August  1,  1946,  the  agent  of  the  Plant  Pro- 
tection Service  will  take  all  measures  that  he  may  deem  necessary. 

Article  2  -  The  Plant  Protection  Service  has  authority  to  make  a 
complete  or  partial  examination  of  all  other  vegetable  products, 
either  crude  or  processed,  and  the  containers  used  with  them,  to 
determine  the  presence  of  insects  and  plant  diseases. 

Article  3  -  The  products  listed  in  Article  1  of  the  present  order 
cannot  "be  imported,  except  through  the  following  customs  offices:

SPECIAL  DECREES  AND  ORDERS 

PHYLLOXERA  REGULATIONS 

Decree  of  May  15,    1882  implements  the  International  Phylloxera  Con- 
vention signed  at  Berne  November  3,    l88l,   and  prohibits  the   importa- 
tion into  France  from  the  United  States  of  grapevines,   cuttings, 
leaves,   used  vineyard  props,   composts  and  manures.      The  Berne  Con- 
vention absolutely  excluded  rooted  grapevines  and  cuttings  from 
international  circulation.      The  phylloxera  regulations  provided  for 
conditional  importation  of  plants  other  than  grapevines.     However, 
such  importations  can  now  be  made  only  under  special   import  license. 
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DODDER  (CUSCUTA  spp . ) 

Decree  of  February  21,  1908  and  Order  of  March  10,  1908 

The  decree  prohibits  the  importation  into  France  of  seeds  of  the 
plant  parasite  dodder  (Guscuta  spp,).  The  prohibition  applies  also.; 
to  forage -crop  seeds  that  upon  inspection  are  found  to  contain  dodder 
seeds;  especially  alfalfa  (Medicago  sat iva  L.),  red  clover  (Trifolium 
pratense  L.),  white  clover  (T.  repens  L.),  alsike  clover  (T.  hybridum 
L.),  kidney  vetch  (Anthyllis  vulneraria  L.),  birdsfoot  trefoil  (Lotus 
corniculatus  L. )  ,■  and  timothy  (phieum  pratense  L.).  '..  •' 

The  Order  of  March  10,  1908  prescribes  the  method  of  sampling  of 
alfalfa  and  clover  seed. 

POTATO  WART 

Decree  of  December  19,  1910  and  Order  of  June  10,  1924  prohibit  the 
importation  of  potatoes  infected  with  wart  disease  (Synchytrium 
endobioticum  (Schilb. )  Perc.). 

WHITE  PEACH  SCALE 

Decree  of  October  12,  1913  modified  by  Decree  of  April  20,  1920,  re- 
stricts the  entry  of  woody  plants  from  Italy  to  prevent  the  intro- 
duction of  white  peach  scale  (Pseudaulacasp is  pentagona  Targ.). 

NUN  MOTH 

Decree  of  December  1,  1921  prohibits  the  importation  of  forest 
products  from  Czechoslovakia  which  might  carry  infestations  of  nun 
moth  (Lymantria  monacha  L.). 

NEEDLE  CAST  OF  CONIFERS 

Decree  of  November  26,  1930  prohibits  the  importation  of  plants  and 
parts  of  plants  belonging  to  the  genera  Abies,  Picea,  Pinus, 
Pseudotsuga,  and  Tsuga  from  all  countries  on  account  of  the  danger  of. 
introducing  needle  cast  disease  (Rhabdocline  pseudotsugae  Syd.). 


SAN  JOSE  SCALE  REGULATIONS 

Decree  of  March  8,  1932  and  Order  of  November  19,  1948 

The  above,  decree  and  order  are  concerned  mainly  with  imports  of  living 
plants  and  parts  thereof,  including  fresh  Suits,  which  may  carry  San 
Jose  scale.  Shipments  of  lily  bulbs  from  Japan  are  also  included  and- 
Japanese  beetle  mentioned. 
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Living  Plants1  and  Parts  Thereof 

Article  1.  The  importation  into*  Frantfe  is  prohibited  of  living 
plants  and  parts  thereof  .(trees,  shrubs,  nursery  products,  cuttings 
and  other  plant  parts);  originating"  or  coming -from  the  following 
t  countries  where  the  presence  .of  Quadra.sp id  i ot us  pernio  iosus  (San  Jose 

scale),  has  been  established).  South  Africa,  Algeria,  Germany,  Argentina, 
'.Austria,  Australia,  Canada/.-Ghile.,.  China,  Spain,  the  United  States  .of 
.America,"  .'Hungary,  Hawaii,  Italy,!  Japan,.  Mexico,  Portugal,  Rumania, 
'•'Switzerland,  the  Union  of  Soviet  'Socialist  Republics,  Uruguay,  Yugoslavia 
and  New  Zealand.  This,  prohibition  also  applies  to  containers  which  are 
used -for  transporting  the  above  items. 

Fresh  Fruits  ',  '  ■. 

Article  2.  The  entry  into  France  of  fresh  fruits  originating  in,  or 
coming  from,  countries  infested  by  the  San  Jose  scale,  is  authorized, 
provided: 

1.  That  the  entry  is  made  through  the  customs- offices  listed  in  the 
Order  of  June  18,  19^8  as  amended  by  Order  of  December  1,  19^9. 

2.  That  the  shipments  be  accompanied  by  a  phytosanitary  certificate 
in  Form  1  (identical  with  EQ-926)  issued  by  competent  authorities 
of  the  country  of  origin  guaranteeing  that  the  fruits  are  not 
carriers  of  San  Jose  scale. 

3»  That  sanitary  inspection  be  effected  at  the  customs  by  an  agent 
of  the  Plant  Protection  Service  who  will  grant  free  entry  if  the 
fruits  are  found  to  be  healthy,  or  order  their  destruction  or  re- 
turn abroad  in  the  contrary  case. 

Article  3.  Deals  with  regulations  affecting  countries  free  from  San 
Jose  scale. 

EXCEPTIONS 

Article  k.     Derogations  to  the  terms  of  Article  1  may  be  made  as  follows: 

1.  Under  specified  conditions,  permits  may  be  granted  by  the  Minister 
Of  .Agriculture,  for  the  import  of  live  plants  or  parts  thereof, 
for  study  or  research. 

2.  Lily  bulbs  from  Japan. 

Article  5.  Transit  through  French  territory. 

.  1.   Imports  must  be  through  customs  stations  as  above. 

2.  Shipments  must  be  securely  packed  to  prevent  leakage,  e.g.  cases, 
barrels,  light  wooden  boxes. 

3.  Transfers  from  ship  to  shore  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Plant  Protection  Service. 

Article  6.  Refers  to  countries  free  from  San  Jose  scale. 
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Article  7.  All  previous  regulations  governing  the  entry  into  and 
transit  through  France  of  live  plants  and  parts  thereof,  including 
fresh  fruits,  which  may  differ  from  the  present  Order,  are  hereby 
rescinded. 

Article  8.  Designates  responsible  officers  and  states  that  the 
Order  will  he  effective  90  days  after  its  publication  in  the  Official, 
Journal.  The  effective  date  is  therefore  March  k,    19^9. 

RESINOUS  WOOD 

Ministerial  Order  of  March  18,  19^8 
Minister  of  /agriculture  and  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Budget 

Article  1.  The  importation  into  France  of  resinous  wood  from  all 
countries  is  prohibited  with  bark  or  in  pieces  when" they  are  covered 
wholly  or  in  part  by  their  bark,  as  well  as  fee  bark  waste  of  the 
said  wood. 

DAHLIA  TUBERS 

Order  of  December  29,  19^9 

The  importation  into  France  from  all  foreign  countries  of  dahlia 
tubers  and  cuttings  is  dependent  upon  the  presentation  of  a  certifi- 
cate of  control  as  to  selection  and  phytopathological  inspection,  to 
be  furnished  by  the  official  authorities^  of  the  country  of  origin, 
attesting  specifically  that  the  products  originated  exclusively  from 
selected  stock  and  are  free  from  virus  diseases. 

GRASS  SEED  FOR  FORAGE 

According  to  the  law.  of  January  11,  1932  as  it  appears  in  Supplement 
No,  51  to  the  Bulletin  of  the  International  Bureau  of  the  Universal 
Postal  Union,  May  23,  19^7,  the  importation  into  France  is  prohibited 
of :   

(1)  Mixed  grass  seeds  for  forage  purposes; 

(2)  Grass  seeds  intended  for  forage  but  which  are  unfit  for  .• 
sowing. 

The  following  are  deemed  unfit  for-  sowing: 

(1)  Grass  seeds  containing  more  than  5  percent  of  soft  chess  . . 
(Bromus  mollis  L.),  or- of  annual  fescue  grasses  (Festuca 
Section  Vulpia) 

(2)  Grass  seeds  that  do  not  attain  the  following  minimal  per- 
centages of  purity  and  germination:

BEES 


According  to  Supplement  No.  51  as  above,  bees,  either  as  colonies  or 
queen  bees,  honey  and  beeswax  in  any  form,  may  not  enter  France  unless 
accompanied  by  a  certificate,  of  origin  and  freedom  from  disease  issued 
by  a  veterinary  or  some  other  qualified  official  authorized  by  the 
government.  The  certificate  must  show  that  no .contagious  bee  diseases 
have  occurred  in  the  locality  concerned  for  at  least  six  months  previous 
to  date  of  issue.
